Jesus was born, as we all know, 
in one of several caves or stalls 
cut into the side of a hill at Beth- 
lehem, It,was one of the stalls of 
@ caravansary. You may see 
them even today in parts of the 
Holy Land, in India and Arabia. 
Every reader of the Kipling nov- 
el “Kim’’ will recall that shortly 
after the old lama from Tibet was 
adopted by Kim the young son of 
Kimbal O'Hara led the _ kindly 
old man to a caravansary where 
a horse-trader friend was staying. 
They are picturesque places, 
where the camel, donkey or horse 
caravans come. Their attendants 
sleep in the stalls or on piles of 
straw and blankets in the open by 
their animals. The area about the 
stalls will be filled with dogs, 
people coming and going, 
with cooking fires. The air will 
be heavy in late afternoon with 
the smell of mutton or goat boil- 
ing and of tea being brewed. All 
about will be vendors of the flat, 
round Arab bread and of sweet- 
meats and tobacco. I myself have 
seen these in Iran and India. 
They are not too greatly changed 
from the time of Christ. 

Wherever there are horses and 
camels there is grain. And wher- 
ever there is grain are birds.

Now, legend has it that in the 
stall where Jesus was born, there 
was a little brown bird which 
had its nest high in the top of the 
stall on a ledge of rock. It is a 
most inconspicuous bird. It could 
not sing a note. He lived a very 
dull life, and he was shy and sad 
because he could not sing like 
the other birds. 

One night, as the lonely, sad lit- 
tle bird slept on his nest, he was 
awakened by a great white light 
in his cave-like stall. He could 
hear the angels singing. And one 
of them said: 

“Sing with us, little bird.’ 


“Alas,” he said, “I cannot 
sing.”’ 


“Try,’’ said the angel.

And the little bird did try and 
found that he really could sing the 
joyous songs the angels were sing- 
ing.

In fact, 
ever since then the rooster has 
greeted each morning with that 
triumphant crow of his — which 
isn't ‘‘cock-a-doodle-do,”’ 
ignorant persons would have you 
beliece. He is crying out, ‘Jesus 
Christ is born.’’ Listen next time 
you hear a rooster and you can 
understand him if you listen hard 
enough. . 

In fact, on every Christmas 
morning, at dawn, the rooster 
crows, “‘Jesus Christ is born.”

U.S., Russia Agree 


To Admit Magazines 


‘Amerika’ To Enter Soviet 
Without Red Censorship 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 \?—Russia has come to an 
agreement with the United States to permit the revival 
of the magazine “‘Amerika” in the Soviet Union. 

This was the elegantly printed

Pension of 
Legless Vet 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 fr— 
‘The Veterans Administration said 
today that it had suspended—and 
la few hours later that it had re- 
instated—the $329-a-month pension 
of James Kutcher, a legless war 
iveteran. 

The agency first announced it 
had suspended Kutcher’s compen- 
sation pending a hearing before the 
iva committee on waivers and for- 
feitures. Shortly afterward it lifted 
the suspension ‘‘in the sense of 
fair play’ and to ‘prevent hard- 
ship.’’ 

ONCE FIRED 

Kutcher, of Newark, N. J., was 
fired as a VA file clerk in 1948 
because of his membership in the 
left-wing Socialist Workers party. 


He lost his legs when hit by Ger- 
man mortar fire in Italy in 1943. 
| The agency said a hearing on the 
case will be scheduled at Kutcher’s 
convenience. Pending the hearing, 
the agency refused to say why it 
isuspended the compensation pay- 
;ments.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23—Those two unreconstructed 
mountain boys from the Tennessee hills, Herman Hick- 
man and Peahead Walker, can spin tall tales by the hour 
about their hillbilly kinfolk and kinfolk of infolk.

@ speech.’’ 

Not only is the merry medico the dean of team doctors in the 
National Football League, but he also has the reputation of being 
the best in the business as diagnostician and quick repair artist. 


-——A Calm Healer But Excited Fan 


One of his more remarkable jobs came several years ago 
when Beb Wilkinson, a brilliant pass-catching end, collided with 
@ rookie defensive back in a pre-season scrimmage and lay writh- 
ing on the turf. Doc's expert fingers detected a broken leg with 
@ fracture extending into the knee. 

“Will he be out for the year, Doc?” anxiously asked Coach 
Steve Owen.

Every day he snipped 
away more and more of that annoying cast.

There’s more than one way 
to make anything, especially 


cookies. But everyone has a 
favorite, 
And this three-way recipe 


has been a popular choice since 
it was first printed last Christ- 
mas season. 

Because of the many re- 
quests, here again is our basic 
Christmas cookie with three 
special variations and many 
more possibilities left to your 
imagination. 

This basic recipe makes six 
dozen cookies, or two dozen of 
each variation, 


THREE-WAY COOKIES 

BASIC DOUGH: 

l cup shortening (part but- 
ter or margarine may be 
used) 

1 cup granulated sugar. 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

cups sifted all-purpose 

flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1—Cream shortening and sug- 

ar together thoroughly. 2— 

Add eggs, one at a time, and 

beat thoroughly after each. 3— 

Blend in vanilla. 4—Sift flour 

and salt together and mix into 


creamed mixture. Divide dough 
into thirds. 


FIRST VARIATION:

When I was a young girl I was raised with a lot of faith and 


trust.

She also 
says they go out six nights a 
week. It makes me wonder 
what type of friends she has. 
How many nights a week should 
a 15-year-old go out and what 
should her curfew be? 

So far she is a well-mannered 
girl, doesn't smoke or swear, 
but it seems to me the privi- 
leges she says her friends are

many. Am I old-fashioned? 
I know how difficult it is to 
say “No’’ when a youngster

It appears to me, that rather 
than being old-fashioned, you 
are much too lenient with your 
daughter and she is taking ad- 
vantage of your understandable 
desire to he considered. ‘‘swell 
parents."’

time.

cause there is no heavy study 
schedule or the need for as 
much sleep as when school is 
In session. However, I don’t 
think youngsters should be al- 
lowed to stay out until 32 
o'clock in the morning. In most 
circumstances a curfew of 
11:30 to midnight should be 
considered fair.
